In addition to his leadership at MHA, Mr. Kuhn also serves as a commissioner on the Medicare Payment Advisory Commission (MedPAC).  Mr. Kuhn also serves on the 
following boards:  Healthcare Services Association and Missouri Health Plan, Missouri 
Health Connection, Excellence in Missouri Foundation and on an advisory panel to the 
Healthcare Financial Management Association board.
